WASHINGTON. (JF). Congress 


neared the end of the third week 
of its special 
session 
without 


completing any part of President 
Roosevelt's program. 


Debate on the farm bill con- 
tinued at a leisurely pace in both 
chambers, causing house leaders 
to abandon hope of a final vote 
there this week end. 
Nor was the conclusion of talk 


by senators in sight. 
Senator 
Borah unleashed lengthy oratory 
against the bill which he said 
would complete "bureaucratic con- 
trol" over farmers 
and would 
entail "the reduction of crops at 
a time when there are millions 
of hungry and needy persons in 
the country." 
Backers of the wage-hour bill, 
a second item on the president's 
special session program, began a 
new fight to save the measure 
from revision. 'Critics were plot- 
ting to modify or defeat it. 


A house subcommittee consid- 
ered a constitutional amendment 
or act of congress to permit fed' 
oral taking of $14,854,000,000 of 
state and municipal securities and 
state and local levies on $35,548,- 
000,000 of federal Issues. 
At present, state and local se- 
curities are exempt from federal 
taxation and federal securities can 
not be levied upon by the states 
and localities.

In the off-the-floor 
discussions 


of the wage-hour bill, one group 
disclosed that it would 
try 
to 
strike all geographical differen- 
tials from the measure, a goal 
which would intensify the already 
heated north-south conflict over 
the measure. 
The 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor'* executive council met to 
draft new recommendations con- 
cerning labor standards legislation. 
Because the senate will have to 


vote on all the house alterations, 
Speaker Bankhead and other lead- 
ers were reluctant to estimate the

HART CONVICTED OF 


Jury Finds lowan Guilty of 


Looting Building and 


Loan Office. 


MADISON, Neb. UP). "Guilty as 


charged"—was the 
verdict re- 
turned against George Hart, Le 
Mars, la , by a district court jury 
here. Hart was accused of com- 
plicity in the $96,000 bond robbery 
of the Madison County Building & 
Loan association here. 
The jury 


began its deliberations at 6:45 
p. m. Thursday and reached its 
verdict at 10:15 p. rn., but it was 
not announced until 9 a. m. Friday. 
Hart appeared nervous when the 
jury took its place, and keenly 
disappointed when he heard the 
veidict 


After the verdict announcement 


Judge C. H Stewart of Norfolk 
talked with Eugene O'Sullivan, 
Omaha, Hart's attorney. The judge 
informed 
O'Sullivan that Hart 


would be taken back to prison 
at Lincoln and next week brought 
to Madison for sentence. At that 
time. O'Sullivan said, he would 
apply for a new trial. 


The maximum sentence .would 


be ten years under the charge of 
breaking and entering Hart also 
laces a charge of larceny in con- 
nection with the Madison bond 
robbery, which took place Jan 23, 
1936.

troops yielded to spirited demands 
by Col. Charles F. B. Price, com- 
mander 
of the 
United 
States 


Fourth 
marines, 
and 
withdrew 


from a portion of the American 
defended sector of the interna- 
tional settlement. 
The Japanese had encroached 


upon American 
defended streets 
when they took over a part of the 
international settlement after ex- 
plosion, of a small bomb or hand 
grenade tossed at a victory parade 
of 5,000 Japanese troops. 


Observers expressed the belief 
that prompt action by Price pre- 
vented development of a danger- 
ous situation. 


The Japanese held the parade 
despite protests of American and 
other foreign officials, and after 
the explosion took over a 30 
square block area. 
They erected barbed wire en- 
tanglements, 
blocked all 
traffic 
and prevented Americans and for- 
eigners from reaching their hotels 
and homes. 
Price reminded the Japanese 


commander that Japanese troops 
had advanced three blocks into the 
American defended sector, which 
could not be tolerated. 
Hardly had the excitement be- 
gun to subside when a patriotic 
Chinese hurled himself into the 
street falling into a barbed wire 
barricade. 
Then a British 
lawyer, E. T. 


Maitland, formerly advocate of the 
Shanghai municipal police, added 
to the tension by breaking 
the 


staff of a Japanese flag across his 
knee. 
Japanese 
troops, he said, 
molested him. British police took 
him under guard. 


An American businessman, Vin- 
cent Read, was injured in the face 
by a group of Japanese officers 
They punched him because he re- 
fused to move. 


The entire city was dangerously 
tense.

Wood- 
ring reported a 105,348 ton in- 
crease in freight carried by the 
Inland Waterways corporation's 
federal barge line in the 1937 iUcal 
year, compared with: the preceding 
fiscal period. His annual report to 
the president said the barge line, 
operating on the Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Warrior rivers, 
carried 2,481,684 tons in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30. The 1936 
fiscal year tonnage was 2,376,336. 
The secretary attributed a re- 


duction in net 
income,

dropped from $899,769 to $171,4479 
to the elimination of a surcharge 
which had been in effect, but said 
rate increases granted ,recently by 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion would increase the corpora- 
tion's 
earnings.

WALLACE WANTS FARM 


To Draft Amendment to Sen- 


ate Housing Bill—Jones 


Says RFC to Help. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). 
Secy. 


Wallace declared that he will take 
steps to bring- farmers within the 
scope of the new housing- program 
proposed by President Roosevelt. 
Wallace was requested to draft 
an amendment to the pending sen- 
ate housing bill, which does not 
include farm housing, after he 
told the senate banking and cur- 
rency 
committee that 
farmers 


would spend more than $546,000,- 
000 annually for renovation pur- 
poses alone. 
Wallace said more than three- 


fourths of the nation's farmers 
would benefit indirectly from the 
housing program which would in- 
crease the purchasing power of 
industrial workers and the con- 
sumption of farm products. 
Wallace said he would confer 
with officials of the federal hous- 
ing administration and the farm 
credit administration In order to 
draft a proposal which would cir- 
cumvent difficulties in financing 
farm housing. 


Jesse L. Jones, chairman of the 
RFC, told the senate banking 
committee Thursday that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proposed hous- 
ing program will enable average 
families to build homes at a cost 
of about $30 a month. 


Jonpj, appearing at the com- 
mitte j hearing on the 
Wagrner 


bill which incorporates cardinal 
points of Mr. Roosevelt's pro- 
posals, estimated that under the 
plan home builders could obtain 
$5,000 mortgages at a cost ot 
slightly less than $30 a month. 
The mortgages would be amor- 
tized in 20 years. 


Jones assured the committee 


the RFC is prepared to "co-oper- 
ate" in the housing program.

Shippers' interest* were fighting 


the freight rate increase—a separ- 
ate .case—Friday with cross-exam- 
ination of railroad presidents. 


The carriers, in their freight 
case, refused Friday morning to 
agree to suspension of tariffs ag- 
gregating $25,000,000 per 
year, 


filed under authority of an ICC 
order issued in October granting a 
freight rate increase.

ATTACKS "BIG THE" 


Editorial Claims. Intended 


"Economic Strangulation" 


of

An Italian prew attack on the 


"biff thre«" democracies—Britain, 
Prance and the United States— 
and British and French moves 
toward increased military strength 
were new factors in the troubled 
aearch for European security.

A bitter editorial in XI Popolo 
d'ltalia, Premier Mussolini's Milan 
newspaper, accused the three de- 
mocracie* of planning an "eco- 
nomic strangulation" of "have 
not" nations—presumably includ- 
tn* Italy, Germany and Japan. 
The attack, apparently the work 
of Mussolini, seemed directed pri- 
marily at pending negotiations be- 
tween Britain and the United 
State* for a reciprocal trade 
agreement. 
1 Friday's editorial was studded 
with such phrases as "this demo- 
cratic noose" . . . "threat of eco- 
nomic war, blockade and starva- 
tion" . . . "profound cowardliness" 
.t. . and "Insulting threats." 
With French Foreign Minister 
Yvon Delbos on a 17 day tour of 
the Polish, Czechoslovakia!!, Ru- 
manian and Jugoslavian capitals 
bearing a decision by France and 
Britain not to give Germany "a 
free hand" in central Europe, 
there were noteworthy develop- 
ments in Paris and London re- 
garding war preparedness. 
Britain was drastically stream- 
lining her army organization, plac- 
ing younger men at the top to 
keep step with "modern develop- 
ments of warfare." Three of the 
four members of the 
powerful 
army council resigned and two of 
them, were replaced with younger 
men. 


In Paris, Defense Minister Edou- 
ard Daladier disclosed France was 
seeking to nullify that section" of 
the Versailles treaty which for- 
bids France to fortify her Swiss 
frontier.

TWO SERVICED TO MERGE 


Vacates 33 Federal Employ- 


ment Service Jobs. 


The administrative staffs of the 
national 
re-employment 
service 


and the Nebraska state employ- 
ment service were merged Friday. 
Francis V. Cornell, state direc- 


tor of the NRS since March, 1934, 
said his organization would be 
consolidated entirely with the Ne- 
braska state employment service 
by Jan. 1 under the direction of 
Harry Bane, director of the state 
employment service. 
The NRS was first established 


in Nebraska in August, 1933, un- 
der the direction of George Hodge 
of Lincoln. It has existed with 
special allotments from federal 
relief funds. The 1935 and 1937 
legislatures created a state em- 
ployment service to supersede the 
NRS in Nebraska east of Grand 
Island. 
After Jan. 1, the state employ- 
ment service will operate thruout 
the state with a staff of about 
100 persons and a biennial appro- 
priation from the state legislature 
of J70.000, matched with federal 
funds. 
NRS activities were curtailed 
recently when monthly allotments 
were cut from $14,596 to 57,500. 
Cornell said that about 33 NRS 
employes will be released Jan. 1. 
Cornell said his' own plans were 
indefinite.

CONTRAST JJQUOR 
FINES 


City and County Penalties 


Are at Variance. 


Chairman McEachen of the state 
liquor commission was puzzled Fri- 
day when he studied reports of 
fines imposed by county and city 
courts in one particular county in 
which the state commission's men 
had 
gathered 
evidence 
in 11 
cases. He said the cases were 
similar and were well prosecuted 
by the city and county attorneys. 
Six complaints, based on the state 
commission's age nts evidence, 
were filed in the city/ 


All defendants pleaded guilty. 
The maximum penalty was $100 
in each case. The >tnes, with pen- 
alties, totaled $625.50 in the six 
cases tried in the city. Five cases 
were taken to the county court 
and all defendants pleaded guilty. 
The maximum fine there is $500. 
The total fines imposed by the 
county court in the five cases, said 
McEachen, was $101.85, one de- 
fendant being: also sentenced to 
30 days in jail but this jail sen- 
tence was suspended.

opposes the amendment which has 
received partial approval by the 
states.

A*.'UNWANTED CHILD. 


With labor grown cold toward 


the wages and hours bill and far- 
mers openly opposing it, the mea- 
sure takes on much of the appear- 
ance of an unwanted child. Only 
congress and the president seem 
interested in its passage. 
- They 


may change their minds after pub- 
lic sentiment takes the form of 
protest. Labor leaders oppose it 
because they see in it an opening 
wedge to the sort of government 
control of labor that is exercised 
in European nations that have en- 
acted similar measures. 
The far- 


mers see in it an addition to the 
cost of the things they buy with- 
out any corresponding increase in 
farm products. 


The president has made plain 


what he wants. He wants an end 
put to child labor and protection 
to workers from long hours and 
excessively low wages. He wants 
it impossible in the future for one 
section (the south particularly) to 
lure industries away from other 
sections by promises of more plen- 
tiful and cheaper labor. The Black- 
Connery 
bill carries out 
these 


ideas, generally speaking. To pla- 
cate the federation of labor an 
amendment has been inserted that 
would have the effect of making 
the law apply only to unorganized 
labor. It fixes a minimum wage 
of 40 cents an hour and a max- 
imum week of not less than 40 
hours. 


The principal difference between 


the bill most in apparent favor and 
the wish of the president is that 
it permits the board that is to 
enforce the law to make geograph- 
ical differentials, that is, different 
minimums and maximums in dif- 
ferent localities. This was put in 
to lure support from the south, 
which now has lower wages and 
longer hours and wants to retain 
this advantage when it comes'to 
industry location. Several other 
bills, differing materially from the 
'original measure, are before con- 
gress, but seem not to be getting 
serious consideration. 


No invasion of state rights to 


control manufacturing and mer- 
chandising is attempted. 
Control 


is being sought only where in- 
terstate manufacturing and retail- 
ing are concerned. As the pur- 
pose of the bill is to spread labor 
and to raise the purchasing power 
of "the lower levels ot workers, the 
farmers are justified in their belief 
that it will increase prices. It is 
difficult to understand why it is 
being pushed so vigorously at a 
time when the administration is 
campaigning against high price 
levels. 


HALTING MENTAL GROWTH. 
The radio, according to George 


Payne of the federal communica- 
tions commission, "must be pre- 
vented from stopping the growth 
of the American mind." While Mr. 
Payne is crediting the radio with 
much more influence and power 
over mental development than the 
average man is willing to concede, 
since he was addressing a confer- 
ence on broadcasting 
he^ 
may 


have been justified in a bit of ex- 
aggeration. 


In any event, Mr. Payne's mean- 


ing is quite clear 
when 
some 


thought is given to the problem. 
Mr. Payne clarifies hia statement 
with a particularly apt illustration, 
when ho says: 
"An intelligence 


which befits a child of 12 is a 
beautiful thing when found in a 
child of 12, but not in a child 
of 30." 


Radio programs, like motion 


pictures, are addressed to an au- 
dience which presumably has the 
intelligence of a child of 12. The 
3nly type of program now offered 
sn the air and screen is designed 
to be intelligible and entertaining 
to the 
12 year 
old of 
average 


development. Motion picture pro- 
ducers, fearful of limiting their 
Ludlence and anxious to address 
the largest number of paying cus- 
;omers possible, have turned to 
this device and 
virtually never 


rary from it. The grown and in- 
telligent adult eats the same sort 
of screen cereal that Is prepared 
for the child. He has no choice. If 
he partakes at all, he must feed 
from the same dish. 


Borrowing from the idea domi- 


nating picture production, 
radio 


addresses the same audience. The 
listening group in, the home is 
mixed, so the low level Is chosen 
for an appeal to alL 


Mr. Payne feels that this is a 


mistake. He does not, of course, 
hold that the child of 12 should 
have no program addressed to him. 
On the contrary the youngster is 
an important figure in the radio 
audience. But the intelligent adult 
does deserve consideration. Mr. 
Payne feels that no mistake can 
bo made by addressing programs 
to the Intelligent adult. He se*>ms 
to feel that there IB danger that 


radio will perp«tuat« mental im- 
maturity in the grownup. 


Whether Mr. Payne'* surmise in 


correct and the average mind will 
fall to develop, or whether radio 
will suffer from this neglect. Is a 
subject for debate. It Is impossible 
to come to any decision on this 
question now. But the problem he 
has outlined is acute and real and 
deserves the immediate attention 
of the best minds in radio. 


VICTORY PARADE. 


A bomb exploded in the midst 


of the Japanese victory parade in 
Shanghai and before the reverber- 
ations of the explosion had died 
down, the parade was over. Vic- 
tory parades just don^t fit into the 
modern scene. They went out 
with armored knights and the age 
of chivalry. 


In the days of the Caesars, the 


procession triumphal was lust the 
thing. But that was before the 
days of gunpowder and bombs. 
Julius Caesar could ride down the 
streets of Rome in his chariot with 
his soldiers clustered about him 
and be as safe as if he were in 
his own home, more safe in fact, 
than he was in the forum. The as- 
sassin had to do his work in the 
hand to hand rffanner in those 
days, if he wished to be sure of 
the result. He could not stand in 
a second story window and hurl 
a grenade down on the triumphal 
cavalcade or shoot the conquering 
hero at a distance of a hundred 
paces. In 
those 
days a spear 


might be hurled at the wearer of 
the laurel crown, but, thanks to 
armor and poor aim, the results 
were not often satisfactory—to the 
assassin. 


Nowadays the best arjcned and 


trained army in the world can suf- 
fer all varieties of disaster at the 
hands of a single bomb thrower 
when parading in the cramped 
quarters of some city street. The 
parader is never safe. The assas- 
sin armed-with a gun or a bomb 
can endanger his life almost at 
will 


Triumphal marches should have 


gone out with firearms. This fact 
may dawn on the Japs some day. 


Moreover this is a distinct er- 


ror in the Japanese technique. 
Never stage a triumphal march 
anywhere but at home. The home 
folks will tolerate a victory pa- 
rade, even tho they prefer just a 
plain home coming and peace pa- 
rade. The Japs chose the scene of 
their conquest for their parade. 
Tha,t was an error indeed. 


FOOTNOTES. 


Sunday Island, 500 miles north- 
east of New 
Zealand's northern 
tip, isn't the insular paradise that 
a band of modern Robinson Cru- 
soes had hoped. Inadequate water 
supplies and isolation due to infre- 
quent visits of ships are given by 
news dispatches as some of the 
reasons for the recent abandon- 
ment of the latest colony there, 
says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic society. Northernmost 
of the Kermadecs, a chain of four 
small isles strung over a distance 
of 140 miles between New Zealand 
and the Tonga group in the Pa- 
cific, Sunday (Raoul) Island ha« 
fertile soil, but is in a harsh and 
barren region of volcanic activity. 


About half the size of Man- 
hattan Island, in the heart of New 
York City, Sunday Island is the 
largest of the Kermadecs. 
It is 
triangle 
shaped and its highest 
peak, Mumukai, rises 1,632 feet. 
Enriched 
by volcanic deposits in 


the past,,, the island's soil 
can 


grow lush crops, one of the attrac- 
tions that drew the pioneer colony 
to it from New Zealand. But a 
small islet arose out of the sea in 
its western bay in 1S70, remained 
seven years and then disappeared 
giving evidence of subterranean 
forces at work. Several earth- 
quakes have occurred, the_rnost se- 
vere in 1881. Three craters of ex- 
tinct volcanoes hold fresh water 
lakes but are too inaccessible for 
use as regular 
water 
supplies. 
Elsewhere water 
sometimes is 
scarce 
because 
of the 
lack of 


storage basins, but the rainfall is 
adequate thruout the area. 


Sunday Island has no harbors, 
tho ships usually can find anchor- 
age off shore. But it is not on the 
regular 
steamer 
routes 
and is 
regularly visited only once a year 
by a New Zealand government 
vessel which 
replenishes supplies 


in depots established for possible 
s h i p wrecked mariners. 
Other 


islands of the Kermarec group also 
arc volcanic. On Curtis Island, 
which has a tiny neighbor islet 
known as Cheeaeman, steam issues 
from the cliffs and a stream of hot 
water runs down from a volcanic 
crater 
into the sea. Macaulay 
Island has 
an extinct volcanic 


crater. 
Like Sunday, it has soil 


enriched 
by 
volcanic 
material 


Wild goats graze on the rich grass 
that 
grows there. 
Navigation 


guides warn mariners that their 
compasses may 
be affected 
by 
magnetic influences 
near Curtis 


and Macaulay. 


Fourth and southernmost of the 
Kermadecs is L'Esperance, a bare, 
desolate rock with steep sides ris- 
ing 230 feet above the sea. The 
total area of all four Islands in the 
group is only 13 square miles. 
D'Entrescasteaux, the French ad- 
miral 
and 
explorer, discovered 


Sunday Island in 1793, naming it 
Raoul for the member of his crew 
who first saw it. How it acquired 
the name of Sunday is uncertain 
tho some have guessed that it was 
perhaps first sighted on a Sunday. 
L'Esperance. named for the ex- 
plorer's ship, was discovered dur- 
ing the same voyage. Curtis and 
Macaulay were first seen in 1788 
by a British naval officer. Claimed 
by Great Britain in 1886, tho Ker- 
madecn we're annexed by New Zea- 
land In the following1 year. E»st ot 
the Island group the Pacific ocean 
floor drops nearly 
«ix miles to 


form the great Aklrlch deep.

MEN AND THINGS. 


What wonderfully bright minds 
contribute to the so-called liberal 
weeklies! Here is an extract from 
a recent article by the editor of 
one of them: 
"Nobody would fail 


to make a profitable investment 
just because his profits would be 
taxed." 
Hence, taxation has no 


influence on investment. 
Every- 


body, of course, expects his prof- 
its to be taxed, but the present sit- 
uation is one where the fact of 
constantly increasing taxation has 
chilled investment. 
Thousands of 


persons with money to invest ai» 
not buying stocks that are pay- 
ing fair returns because of their 
fear that taxes will continue to 
the point where profit would be 
small or disappear. 


Several amendments have been 


introduced at Washington which 
would take from, congress 
the 
power to declare war save in case 
of invasion, and call for a refer- 
endum of the voters. 
If nations 
like Japan, Germany, Italy or Rus- 
sia could be assured that we would 
not resent being imposed on, it 
being assumed that no war refer- 
endum would carry, we certainly 
would be bluffed just as they have 
bluffed England, peace loving as 
it is. If they felt it safe to invade 
us while we were taking a refer- 
endum, where would we be? This 
is a representative form of govern- 
ment; why believe congressmen 
desiring re-election would flaunt 
public sentiment at home by de- 
claring war unless necessary? 


The anti-lynching; bill now be- 
fore the senate does not make 
lynching a crime; that is now a 
crime. It proposes to make it a 
crime on the part of sheriffs and 
other local law-enforcing officers 
to permit lynching. It gives the 
federal government the right to 
intervene to enforce the criminal 
laws of a state against a crime 
that is one of intrastate charac- 
ter and jurisdiction. Even a tyro 
in the law can see that this is an 
invasion of state rights, however 
laudable its purpose may be, that 
the courts would forbid if they fol- 
low the principles of law now re- 
garded as well settled. It has had 
one result; it has brought south- 
erners again to the defense 
of 


their once cherished doctrine of 
state's rights. 


People 
who think 
that 
the 


church is growing lifeless and im- 
potent should read up on what is 
taking place in Germany. There 
the people generally have given 
over to Hitler control of their 
business, their opinions, their ac-, 
tivities and their pursuit of hap- 
piness.

Dm. BftADY'S HEALTH TALK.. 


Appetite and Metabolism. 


Everybody but the doctor knows 
what appetite is. ^Metabolism is 
the chemical process of life. 
Best and Taylor's "Physiological 
Basis of Medical Practice" (Wm. 
Wood & Co.. 1937) says? 
"Loss of appetite is an early and 
specific effect of vitamin 
B de- 


ficiency, being- evident some lime 
before the appearance of polyncu- 
ritis. . .It is probable that the ano- 
rexia (loss of appetite) is, in part 
at least, secondary to a relaxed 
state of the gastro-intestinal mus- 
culature (muscle coat of stomach 
and bowel), the suppression of the 
digestive secretions (stomach and 
pancreas), and the reduction in 
motor activity of the gastro-mtes- 
tinal tract which have been shown 
by Cowgill and associates to bo 
important features of vitamin B 
deficiency. 
McCarrison produced 
atony (flabbiness) and degenera- 
tion of the mucous membrane of 
the colon in monkeys by feeding 
diets lacking in vitamin B but of 
high 
carbohydrate 
(starch 
and 


sugar) content..." 
Such a diet is the popular diet 


of a large portion of the population 
in this country today. 
"The 
investigation of Fletcher 
and Graham indicate a relationship 
between the atony and dilatation 
of the colon resulting from vitamin 
B deficiency and arthritic condi- 
tions. . .It is probable that in 
many diets which are assumed to 
be adequate the vitamin B content 
is below the optimal level, and that 
gastro-intestinal abnormalities are 
not uncommonly the result of mild 
grades of defiency of this vitamin." 
In a group of 60 patients with 


chronic arthritis there was evi- 
dance of atony of the colon in 65 
percent and a number of these 
showed pronounced dilatation of 
the colon. 


Many 
overweight individuals 
have an abnormally high tolerance 
for 
carbohydrate 
(starches and 
sugars) and their efforts to reduce 
by dieting are defeated by periodic 
gorges, due to intense craving for 
such food. 
Their 
carbohydrate 
metabolism is faulty; they are in- 
capable of utilizing carbohydrate 
normally, somewhat in £he same 
way 
as 
with diabetic patients. 
Progressive physicians find that if 
the diet is supplemented with op- 
timal daily rations of vitamins, 
these patients are able to meta- 
bolize or burn carbohydrate more 
efficiently and do not suffer from 
periods of craving nor go on peri- 
odic carbohydrate sprees. Vitamin 
B is perhaps the most essential, 
but the daily supplementary ration 
should include also vitamin G, vi- 
tamin G, vitamin D and vitamin O. 
Whatever the medical authori- 


ties thought about it two or three 
years ago, there is now sound 
physiologic foundation for the con- 
cept that the vitamin deficiency in 
the everyday diet of most Ameri- 
cans is a factor in the develop- 
ment of obesity. Whether the dis- 
turbance 
of 
metabolism clue to 
vitamin deficiency is associated 
with loss of appetite (as it is in 
extreme vitamin B defienciency) or 
with abnormal craving1 for carbo- 
hydrate (as in less extreme B de- 
fiency), the treatment or diet most 
likely to prove successful must in- 
clude an adquate daily intake of 
vitamins. 
In other words supple- 
menting the ordinary diet with vi- 
tamins will correct abnormal ap- 
petite and overweight in many 
cases of obesity as well as it will 
poor appetite and underweight in 
cases of simple atony or multiple 
neuritis.

panies agree to refrain from co-

Test to Determine Value of 


Sorghums. 


Fifty head of yearling steers 
low are on feed in an experimental 
:est at the college of agriculture, 
wherein grain sorghum is being 
compared to corn as a livestock 
feed. Prof. R. R. Thalman has 
charge of the test, which is at- 
uracting attention from Nebraska 
farmers in all sections. It supple- 
ments work already under way 
with hogs at the college to deter- 
mine the accurate feeding value of 
grain sorghums. 
The cattle experiment will run 
for 150 days, finishing about Feed- 
ers' day next April. The 'steers 
when put on feed weighed around 
730 pounds. Object of the test is 
to compare cane or kafir with 
corn, both when fed with silage 
and alfalfa hay.

NEEDED BY FARMERS 


Eastern Counties to Feed 


Much Stock, Drouth Vic- 


tims Need Aid. 


A greater volume of short term 


credit will be required by 
Ne- 


braska farmers in 1938 than in 
1937, the Nebraska Farm Outlook 
said. The Increase, the report pub- 
lished by the college of agriculture 
Indicated, will be due to increased 
demand for livestock loans in east- 
ern counties where crop yields 
favor feeding, and to drouth con- 
ditions over a large part of the 
rest of Nebraska. 
"In 
counties 
suffering 
from 
drouth, borrowing will ?ie limited 
largely to amounts 
absolutely 
necessary to maintain livestock 
and carry on essential farm opera- 
tions," the report read. "How- 
ever, credit needs in these areas 
will be great because of prolonged 
neglect of equipment and improve- 
ments and heavy losses in work 
stock during the fall of 1937." 
The volume of new farm mort- 
gage -loans in 1938 in Nebraska is 
expected to be light, in view of 
the reduced demand for emergency 
refinancing and the present small 
number of farm real estate sales. 
Improved farm income in Ne- 
braska this year. In areas where 
crop'yields were good, will make 
it possible to meet interest pay- 
ments and in some instances re- 
duce mortgages. 
Collections in 
drouth areas are likely to be slow. 
Experience has shown that ex- 
pansion of indebtedness on too 
large a scale frequently leads to 
future difficulties for farmers. Ab- 
sence of stringency in available 
funds In both short term credit 
and in farm mortgages may lead 
to over borrowing, It is further 
forecast. 
"If short term credit is used to 
expand production, it should not 
be overlooked that the loans fall 
due 
within 
a relatively 
short 
period. Unless farmers are pre- 
pared to pay • these loans when 
due, theyv run the risk of being 
forced to sacrifice livestock or 
'equipment that is needed in their 
farm operations. 
Amounts bor- 
rowed for the purchase of farms 
•hould be consistent with the pros- 
pective earning power of the land 
over a period of years, with some 
margin of safety to protect against 
years of low prices and unfavor- 
able weather conditions," the n 
port concluded. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE.

WASHINGTON. — The presi- 
dent's message of Tuesday, de- 
manding heavy and immediate cuts 
in federal appropriations for state 
aid roads, is the real tip-off on the 
administration approach to the de- 
pression. In the inner circle of 
white house advisers, the message 
Is something of a joke. As one dis- 
tinguished brain truster remarked, 
it was written "with the tongue 
half in the cheek." 
That is not to say that the pres- 
ident doesn't consider the present 
road appropriations ridiculously 
high. He does. But his message 
also had a secondary purpose. Sen- 
ators and representatives love roac 
money hotter than life. A violent 
revolt against the proposed cut in 
road appropriations is already in 
progress. Many of the conserva- 
tive, budget-balancing democrats 
are squalling against the cuts like 
ao many pigs under a gate. 
If the cuts go thru, well anc 
good. 
W they are defeated, the 
message will have performed the 
useful tactical function of putting 
the conservative budget-balancers 
on record as opposed to economy 
And thus, if the president suddenly 
decides to stop economizing, he 
will have a cruel weapon in hia 
armory for use against the budget- 
balancero. 
There you have, in miniature 
the complete strategy of the-prea 
Ident's approach to the presen' 
depression. At the moment, some 
of his uninformed left-wing fol 
lowers are accusing him of having 
"gone Hoover.*' They are quite 
wrong. He has, according to close 
advisers, two very definite objec 
tives in his present policy: To 
avoid being forced further to the 
left than he has gone in the past 
and to get a free hand in dealing 
with the depression problem if thr 
business recession continues. 


Besides wanting a free hand in 
dealing with the depression, there 
is the president's other basic ob- 
jective, to avoid being forced too 
far to the left. Here again his 
.strategy is as nicely calculated to 
jet him what he want?. Obviously, 
f he had tried 
a left-wing ap- 
proach to the depression problem 
at the start, he would have ben 
forced still further to the left if 
his approach failed. Now he has 
started conservatively. If things 
jo badly, he will be able to con- 
Lent the clamorers with a moderate 
.eltward movement.

"We have one man of great dis- 


cernment here," said the mayor, 
smiling broadly. "He is Mr. Wil- 
liam Allen White of Kansas. He 
said I was good." 


Must 'Balance Population.' 


La Guardia has been asked to 
talk upon the subject "The Shape 
of Things to Come," and he re- 
marked immediately what inter- 
ested him was whet was going to 
come from Washington, adding in 
an aside: 
"If 1 had any sense at all 1 


wouldn't discuss this at all." 
"The most important thing," he 


went on, using neither note nor 
manuscript, "is this"—striking his 
hands together sharply—"we must 
balance the population. W h e n 
you've balanced the population, all 
the rest of this balancing is easy. 


"The way to get out of our pres- 


ent troubles is to face facts. Noth- 
ing is going to be balanced so long 
«s we have eight to ten million 
people unemployed thru no fault 
of their own." 
In this "balancing of the peo- 


ple," he went on, "first attention 
must be given to the American 
farmer." At this point, he halted 
for the applause that had punctu- 
ated many of his sentences, but It 
was not forthcoming, and he re- 
marked dryly: "I didn't really ex- 
pect to get a ripple there," refer- 
ring to the fact it was a city au- 
dience.

COUNTY ATTORNEY OBJECTS

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COLORFUL ROOT VEGETABLES IN SEASON

ftfany years ago whtn Rome was 


Uttll in it* glory, there lived a man 
Very fond of parsnip*. Since he 
wa» the Kmperor Tiberius he could 
afford to gratify bin own wishes. 
Cto each year he sent an expedition 
to Germany to bring back a sup- 
ply of the good parsnips that grew 
then. 


Today, in America, parsnips is 


one of th* root vegetables com- 
mon on winter markets. Deep red 


, orange carrota, oyster-white 
y, yellow rutabagas, and pur- 


turnips are others avail- 


kbl* to the woman looking around 
for something to add color and fla- 
vor to her meals. 
It's along about this time of year 


that th* root vegetables come into 
prominence. As the supply of 
freah green garden vegetables be- 
comes scarcer in most parts of 
the country 
these 
below-the- 
ground sorts come out of storage 
and fill the grocery bins. Many 
persons with home gardens store 
their ^own supply for the whole 
winter. 
In these roots, the plants have 
stored starches and sugars that 


orange pigment in carrots Is caro- 
tene. 
Carotene is changed into 
vitamin A in the liver. This is 
the vitamin that helps in building 
up the body's resistance to infec- 
tion. 


On the markets carrots are sold 
either an mature or fresh bunch 
carrots. The mature carrots have 
their green tops removed and are 
of a deeper color and a mpre pro- 
nounced flavor than the bunched 
carrots sold with their green tops 
on. 
Mature carrots are usually 
less expensive than the younger 
bunched ones. 
In buying carrots, look for firm, 
well shaped roots. Avoid woody 
cores, soft places and flabby roots. 
Carrots sold in bunches should 
have fresh green tops. Those that 
have thick masses of leaf stems 
on the neck usually have large 
cores. 
Misshapen roots make f*r 
waste in preparation. 
Parsnips and salsify are similar 
in shape and color. Salsify 
is 
sometimes called vegetable oyster 
or oyster plant because it has a 
mild oysterlike flavor. The roots 
are never as thick thru as the 
roots of parsnips. In buying both 
of them, look for the same general 
things as in buying carrots. 
Turnips and rutabagas are also 
quite similar. There are a yellow 
and white varieties of both these

make them-valuable energy foods; 
also certain vitamins and minerals. 
Turnips, rutabagas, -carrota, par- 
snips and salsify 'are: ricK "so'tirCes 
of calcium, a mineral we often 
lack in our diets. Beet roots are 
only a fair source of calcium, but 
the beet tops are an excellent 
source of this mineral. 


All six of these vegetables con- 
tain some vitamin B. Turnips and 
rutabagas when raw are excellent 
sources of vitamin C, but much of 
this is usually lost in cooking, es- 
pecially when a large amount of 
water is used and discarded. Car- 
rots contain some vitamin C, but 
they are excellent as a source of 
vitamin A. This is advertised by 
their brilliant orange color. The

vegetables. 
But in general, most 
turnips are white and most ruta- 
bagas are yellow. Rutabagas are 
more elongated than turnips as a 
rule. Both are cool weather vege- 
tables. 
When you buy these look for 
plump, firm ones with few leaf 
scars around the crown and very 
few fibrous roots at the base. Tur- 
nips sold bunched should 
have 
fresh green tops. Large overgrown 
turnips or rutabagas that 
feel 
light for their size probably are 
tough, pithy and strong in flavor. 
Beets are also sold mature or 
in bunches of several with their 
green tops attached. Buying these 
is much the same as buying other 
root 
vegetables. 
Avoid 
flabby, 
withered specimens, those with 
many fibrous roots on them, or 
those with a great number of leaf 
scars around the neck. Those sold 
in bunches have green tops on 
them that are delicious served as 
greens. 


All root vegetables are easy to 
keep. Parsnips and sal isfy are 
often left in the ground all win- 
ter. They both improve in flavor 
if they are kept at or near freez- 
ing temperature, but there is no 
scientific basis to the notion that 
parsnips must be frozen to be good 
to eat.

considerably in flavor and color 
there is no general recipe that 
applies to all. In cooking each one 
different factors have to be con- 
sidered. Turnips must not be over- 
cooked so that they taste strong; 
beets must retain their bright red 
color; and salsify must be handled 
quickly because it turns black 
after paring. 
Following are some special ways 
of cooking or serving each of these 
root vegetables. 
Cook 
scrubbed 
parsnips 
in 
lightly salted, boiling water until 
Lender. Drain, scrape the skins 
from 
the 
parsnips, 
slit 
them 
lengthwise, and remove the stringy 
cores. Put these halves in a bak- 
ing dish, cover with a cream 
sauce.' Over this sprinkle buttered 
bread crumbs. Brown in the oven. 
Take special precautions with 
salsify to keep it from turning 
dark. When cooking it, wash it, 
scrape, cut into small pieces, and 
drop into cold water to prevent it 
changing color. Boil in an.uncov- 
ered pan in a small quantity of un- 
salted water until tender. Pour a 
cream sauce over the /' cooked 
pieces. Heat in an oven and serve 
with chopped parsley sprinkled 
over the top. 
In cooking beets you also have 
the problem of conserving color. 
To keep them from bleeding leave 
:he long tap root on while cooking 
them and leave at least two inches 
of the green tops on them. Com- 
bining them with vinegar in some 
way helps to bring back their bril- 
liant color. Sweet sour Harvard 
sauce over beets makes a dish that 
lends spice to a meal. 
To get the vitamin C of turnips 
t is best to eat them raw in salads 
or in finger length strips. If for 
variety you want them cooked, cut 
turnips into small pieces and cook 
quickly to prevent the strong fla- 
vor that conies from over-cooking. 
For instance, in quick turnip 
soup grate the raw turnip. Heat 
I quart milk in a double boiler 
with 1 onion cut in half. Add 1 
tablespoon flour, 2 tablespoons 
melted butter that have been 
olended together. Then add 2 cups 
grated raw turnips. Add 1 tea- 
spoon aalt. Cook until the turnip 
is tender or about 10 minutes. Re- 
move the onion. Sprinkle chopped 
parsley over the soup just before 
serving-. Cooking vegetables in 
milk develops the delicate flavor 
and assures the serving- of any 
food value that has been dissolved 
in the cooking liquid. 
Rutabagas contain some caro- 
tene and so are a source of some 
vitamin A. If properly cooked a 
dish of mashed rutabagas is a deli- 
cate light yellow color. Cut into 
pieces, cook quickly until tender. 
Mash, add salt, butter and milk or 
cream. Serve hot at once. 
Use carrots raw to get the most 
vitamins from them. In cooking,

you'll have no trouble preserving 
the yellow color, because carotene 
is a pigment stable to heat. Use 
carrots In salads. Mix them with 
shredded pineapple and nuts and 
combine them with a lemon gela- 
tine base. 
, 


Grated carrota with the juice 
squeezed out of them, bound to- 
gether with nuts by butter or 
mayonnaise makes an excellent 
.sandwich filling1. Grated carrota 
with peanut butter is another. By 
the use of these spreads it is pos- 
sible to get a frdah vegetable into 
a- child's school lunch. 


These suggestions, of course, 
only scratch the surface of possi- 
bilities for cooking root vege- 
tables.

He took occasion to attack parole 
systems (excluding the federal) 
the failure of police units to co- 
operate in the collection of sta- 
tistical data and criminal records, 
jail conditions, shyster lawyers, 
venal politics, "kid glove treat- 
ment" of criminals and other weak 
spots in the A merican scene of 
police and court activity. 


He said that during the la*t 
four years, of every 100 persons 
charged by G-men and tried, 9i 
were convicted. 


"The 
records of the F. B. I. 
show that 55 percent of all crim- 
inals arrested have been previously 
arrested for other crimes," he said. 
"The records also show that ap- 
proximately 50 percent of all pris- 
oners now are being released on 
parole. 


"Thirty percent of the 13,519 
dangerous criminals listed in the 
F. B. I's. single fingerprint file 
as the country's most desperate 
kidnapers, racketeers, hoodlums, 
bank 
robbers and 
extortioners 
show a record of having been 
the recipients of parole or other 
types of clemency.. .Not only once 
but In many cases as often as 
four, five, six, seven, eight, nine 
and ten times." 


He declared the "criminal army 
of America" was composed of 
4,300,000 persons. 


"There are roaming at large 
today in the United States some 
200,000 potential murderers, who 
during their lifetime will account 
for deaths by violence of more 
than 300,000 persons, unless the 
present murder rate is reduced," 
he said. 


He estimated there were more 
than 13,000 cases of murder and 
manslaughter every year. • 
"To my mind, crime is as malig- 
nant as cancer," he asserted.

Getting the more widely dis- 
tributed speculative and invest- 
ment following back into the mar- 
ket may be a slow process, or it 
may be brought about almost over 
night by some piece of sufficiently 
electrifying 
favorable 
news. A 
freight fate Increase would prob- 
ably do the trick, but that appar- 
ently is some distance off. The 
Washington News is full of prom- 
ise of better things, but the draw- 
back is the probably delay in their 
effectiveness. Investors want to 
see before they believe, and they 
would rather go by the "here and 
now" than what is perhaps going 
to be at some .indefinite later day. 
Looking at that situation in re- 
verse—which implies the tendency 
to anticipate, or, in Wall st, par- 
lance, "discount" the worst, while 
pooh-poohing whatever may seem 
to hold favorable possibilities—it 
may prove to be one of the best 
things about this market. For it 
would suggest that the market has 
at lest worked itself into a posi- 
tion where no bad news that is 
likely to appear may be regarded 
as "unexpected." 


While the market has lately met 
some resistance to recovery around 
the lows made in early November 
and on the secondary reaction 
which followed the, initial rebound 
from the Oct. 19 collapse, it may 
before long have to contend with 
what the chartists call "supply 
areas" around 
recent recovery 
highs. 
The change of emphasis 
from "lows" to "highs'* will at 
least be a pleasing one. 
The first hurdle to be negotiated 
will be the Nov. 12 high of 135.79 
in the Dow-Jones industrial av- 
erage. The second and most for- 
midable one marks the best level 
prices have reached since the mid- 
October opash. That "high" was 
made on Oct. 30, at 141.32. For 
five days now the market has been 
working between 124-25 and 120- 
21.-

SPREADS, SAYS SLOAN 


Motor Executive Blames Na- 


tional Economic Policies 


for Depression. 


NEW YORK. (UP). Alfred P. 
Sloan, jr.. chairman of the board 
of General Motors corporation said 
in an address delivery Friday be- 
fore the convention of the associa- 
tion of life insurance presidents 
that industrial recovery "Is to be 
substantially altered or perhaps 
superseded." 


"The condition of paralysis that 
is spreading thru our national eco- 
nomy," he said, "is because of fear 
that the very foundation upon 
which our industrial enterprise is 
based is in jeopardy. 


"Too many ( believe, and too 
much has been done to make them 
believe, that the industrial system, 
as we understand it today, la being 
permitted to exist as a more or 
less temporary 
expedient—tole- 
rated, I may say." 


Asserting that ''Industry's objec- 


tive requires the application of the 
'theory 
of 
plenty'—always 
a 
greater flow of goods and ser- 
vices," Sloan declared. 


"Our 
difficulty is that our op- 
erating policies—such as increas- 
ing prices, less work, reduced flow 
of goods, bureaucratic 
control. 
Artificial restrictions—lead us di- 
rectly to the application of tho 
•theory of scarcity'—less things 
for more people."

Hints

MORE THAN one reader has 


written to ask about the relative 
meriti of the box spring and the 
open coil spring. Thi* li entirely 
a matter of personal preference. 


For absolute cleanliness the open 


coil Bprlng is recommended since 
it can constantly b« dusted and, if 
need be, tprayed, which is an ad- 
vantage that la »ometimes of great 
Importance. But when it comes to 
comfort 
many 
prefer 
the box 
spring, especially the poor sleeper. 


As with mattresses, great care 


muat'b« exercised when choosing 
a box spring unit. The types from 
various manufacturers, of course, 
vary in price, although the under- 
lying principle of construction is 
basically the same. 


A coil spring is set within a wood 


box frame reinforced at the stra- 
tegic points where sagging is likely 
to occur. The box spring with the 
webbing bottom makes for greater 
comfort, according to some opin- 
ions. But here, again, it is a mat- 
ter of personal preference. 


As for the coil spring unit, it dif- 


fers in construction in height and 
in the size of wire, the object be- 
ing to obtain a soft, medium or 
firm cushion for the mattreaa. The 
springs are insulated against the 
frame by cotton ticking, which 
prevents the metal from rubbing 
against the wood. 


Filling- Important 


The filling is of great importance, 


since it determines comfort and 
durability. 


There are three kinds of box 


springs—rabbet edge, single bor- 
der and single border dropped. The 
rabbet edge box spring rests on top 
of the side rails, the mattress being 
the same width. The single border 
box spring fits down and between 
the side rails of the bed and-is sup- 
ported by angle iron, fastened to 
the Inside of the rails. In this case 
the mattress is a half to an-inch 
wider. So the wiae ahopper does 
not buy at a sale of mattresses In 
one place and a sale of box springs 
in another. 


When purchasing- a mattress, ask 


many questions before making1 your 
selection. A good firm and a good 
salesman won't resent this. It is 
only the seller of poor merchan- 
dise who resents questions and does 
not wish to proffer information con- 
cerning his goods. It is wisest to 
select goods made by a reputable 
manufacturer. 


As with mattresses and springs, 
pillows and blankets should be the 
best obtainable for the amount 
spent. When buying pillowa, you 
will find that the difference in price 
between the ordinary variety and 
the very finest of filling is not great 
when the comfort Involved Is con- 
sidered. Goose feather pillows are 
best and come in several grades, 
with the quantity of the filling used 
being 
th« 
determining 
factor. 


Goose and duck feathers make & 
good filling, aa do duck and chick- 
en. It is the amount of down used 
that affects the comfort qualities.

Research workers in foods classi- 


fy vegetables according to coloring 
—the yellow, the red, the green. 
The yellow vegetables really give 
little trouble. They are the carrots, 
corn, squash, sweet potatoes and 
yams. The yellow type can "take 
it", even when it comes to improp- 
er preparation, and this helps th«r 
popularity. Baking is a good way 
to handle this group, since food 
values are preserved and flavor re- 
tained. Squash and sweet potatoes 
are popular when an oven dinner 
is being planned. Steaming is con- 
sidered desirable, but boiling Isn't 
so good, unless a very small quan- 
tity of water Is used and the gas 
flame reduced so that the vegetable 
just simmers. There is nothing to 
be gained by boiling at a rapid 
rate, and the vegetable is likely to 
break. 


White Vegetables, 


White vegetables offer an Indi- 


vidual problem that's solved If han- 
dled right. Overcooking turns them 
gray or yellow and destroys their 
palatablllty. With white vegetables, 
the longer the cooking the deeper 
the color they will take on, and the 
stronger the flavor becomes. 


New cabbage contains enough 


natural moisture so that It may be 
cooked quickly in a small amount 
of water without discoloring. But 
that Is not true of old or so-called 
winter cabbage, which needs suffi- 
cient water to cover. Cabbage 
cooks more quickly and gives off 
resultingly less aroma if cut in nar- 
row slices, because the heat pene- 
trates more quickly and tenderness 
Is achieved in less time. Both tur- 
nips 
and 
cauliflower may 
be 


steamed or cooked by the "water- 
less" method. Use a large kettle 
with a steam vent in the cover if 
you haven't a proper cooker. In 
either case, only a small amount of 
water is used since It Is the steam 
that does the cooking. Always re- 
duce the flame to simmer once boil- 
Ing begins.

Need Care 


Early 


Best Results Obtained 


by Treating a Child 
Before Age of Six

IN YEA^S past, rickets was th« 


cause of many unsightly deformi- 
ties. I am glad to aay that as * 
result of Improvement in infant 
feeding, particularly the giving of 
cod liver oil or a substitute at *A 
early age, they are no longer com- 
mon. 


"Genu valgum" la the big nam« 


the doctors glva to the familiar 
condition known as "knock knees". 
This deformity 
of posture Is 
rather 
frequently 
observed 
in 


young children and Is usually 
caused by neglect in early life. 


The deformity may be the result 


of walking or standing In an ab- 
normal position. A blow or other 
injury to the limbs during early 
infancy may cause it. 
Paralysis 


and flat-foot are additional factors 
that must be considered. 


I receive many letters requesting 


information as to how to prevent 
or cure this deformity. 
Happily, 


when a young child Is found to 
show signs of genu valgum, if the 
weight is kept off the legs, in all 
probability 
the 
deformity 
will 


straighten Itself out 
But this is 


only possible for children under the 
age of six. 


Some authorities advise that th« 


inner sole of the shoes should be 
thickened and the child taught to 
stand and \\alk with the toes in. 
If the bones are unusually soft be- 
cause of rickets, splints or braces 
should be worn. 


After Six Years 


Between the age of six and pu- 


berty the deformity can be cor- 
rected to a certain degree by the 
wearing of corrective braces and 
special shoes. 
Care should be 


given to teach the youngster prop- 
er posture, and the child should be 
taught to walk and stand without 
turning the feet outwardly to too 
great a degree. 


Genu valgum, as found in an 


adult or In a youth after puberty, 
cannot be corrected by these sim- 
ple measures. Once the bones have 
become firm, the deformity can be 
corrected only by means of an op- 
eration. 


This is known an "Macwen's op- 


eration". 
The bone is cut partly 


through and then broken at a cer- 
tain level, so that the deformity is 
:orrected. The leg is then placed 
.n the correct position and by 
means of a plaster of paris cast 
kept so for several weeks. 


In Its causes there is a similar 


condition known as bowlegs. The 
physical effects are the reverse of 
genu valgum or knock knees. Here, 
too, the treatment consists of feed- 
ing and manipulation up( to the age 
of six, and remedy by operation 
~tn\y after the age of puberty.

Warner for Change.
